On February 25 aná 26, 1958, Captain BALSWICK, 
Commissioner's Office, Chicago Police Department, advised his unit 
had, seized a moving van loaded with 111 slot machines which was 
parked at 1708 West Wallen. The slot machines were of the five 
505 to fifty cent variety and the value was estimated at about 

0,000. 


Captain BALSWICK stated that the van had been spotted 
by at about 11 a.mo, February 25, 1958 
and that neighborhood inquiries made by him developed this truck 
had been parked there over night. The van had the name Dunn 
Brothers Storage, Van Typé Number 19, bearing 1958 Illinois plates 
number F7-270. The van was a new 1958 Ford C-550 bearing following 
lettering on side: 


"Leased to Allied Van Lines 
Broadview, Ill. 
EW9200" 


Subsequently on February 28, 1958, Captain BALSWICK 
advised he had a letter from Allied Van Lines advising this firm 
had no connection with this van other than that it was registered 
With this company for the purpose of traveling interstate. 


Captain BALSWICK further advised an informant had reported 
that approximately 500 slot machines were being stored in Dunn's 
Warehouse under the name E. WARTENBERG. He advised a building 
inspector had been dispatched to the warehouse for the purpose of 
locating the slot machines but that he was denied access to a 
basement storage room stating they did not have the keys as the 
man who rented the space was in Florida. Dunn Brothers was given 
until 2:30 pomo, February 25, 1958, tó produce the keys and when 


dhe y were not forthcoming he stated the police entered the space 


but found no slot machines. 


He indicated that obviously the slot machines had been 
removed and placed on the van type truck., He said when 
learned police had found the slot machines on their van 
he was greatly upset.

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Upon searching the basement storage area he said they 
found over four hundred cartons of jar type ‘gambling tickets and 
punch boards. He informed that investigation is continuing to 
definitely establish ownership: of the slot machines and lottery 
tickets but that to date Dunn Brothers storage has resisted in 
furnishing warehouse records which would definitely establish 
ownership and waybills reflecting the destination of the slot 
machines.

He said the machine was sold through the 
Automatic Coin Machine and Supply Company, 137 West Armitage, a 
local Chicago distributor.

5434 North Ashland Avenue. 
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He advised this association is primarily engaged in the 
promotion of socker games and the membership is largely Swedish 
in origin. He recalled a slot machine in operation at this club 
approximately five years ago but was unable to furnish any information 
concerning its purchase or discontinuance at the club: 
Subsequently on March 10, 1958, Mr. — Jadvised a club meeting 
had been held on March 7, 1958 during which time questioned slot 
machine was discussed and that none of the members had any recollection 
of the purchase of this machine but some believed it had been t he 
property of one of the members, name not recalled. « 


On March 5, 1958, Mr. JOHN KELLY, Bell-O-Matic Corporation, 
4630 West Fullerton, advised he has been a salesman for slot 
machines, connected with Mills Novelty Company, for the past 29 
years. Mr. KELLY accompanied SA FRANKFURT to the Chicago Police 
Department where he viewed the 110 slot machines seized by the police 
on February 25, 1958. Mr, KELLY advised that all of these machines 
have been in dead storage due to the amount of dust collected on 
the mechanism. He further advised the majority of these machines 
were over 15 years old and that the most recent machine was 
manufactured in about 1950. However, he said the casting of this b7C 
most recent had an old mechanism in it and did not correspond to 
the cabinet. He further commented that the majority of the machines 
were found to be of a club type because of the lack of lemons on 
the first reel, which indicates a more liberal paying machine, 
Some of the machines, however, he believed to be syndicate operated 
because of the presence of lemons on the first reel, which would 
indicate a lower percentage in payout. 


Ar. KELLY informed. he had never met EDWARD VOGEL and 
never knowingly sold any machines to the syndicate.

Juke Box Racket 


On March 1l, 1958, ROBERT LINDELOFF, Owner, General 
Music Corporation, 8020 North Lincoln Avenue, Skokie, IV 8-7117, 
was interviewed by SA PAUL B. FRANKFURT. He stated he has been 
in the juke box business since 1930 and now operates about 150 
machines. He stated that the difficulties encountered by the 
operator in the juke box business is a complexity of hoodlum 
influence resulting in cancerous type growth of mob control. He 
stated he has no knowledge: of personal. influence exercised by 
EDWARD VOGEL but he. feels he is undoubtedly responsible for much 
of the trouble experienced by the operators. He pointed out that 
EARL KIES, Apex Amusement official, is president of the Recorded 
Music Servico Association, to which approximately 90 per cent of 
juke box operators belong. ‘He informed that KIES took over this 
post in about January, 1958, succeeding PHILIP LEVIN, brother of 
HYMIE "loud mouth" LEVIN, a well-known Chicago hoodlum. 


LINDELOFF informed that the syndicate. has taken over 
the Lormar Distributing Company, 5941 West Roosevelt Road, a one- 
stop record distributor, and that this “company had made an attempt 
to purchse the Singer One-Stop Record Service, 1810 West Chicago 
Avenue. He stated he understood representatives of LEVIN in failing 
to purchase Singer, told.Sdnger they would form their own company 
and put them out of business. He said through muscle tactics on 
behalf of JOEY GLIMCO, Chicago hoodlum, FRED THOMAS, "Juke Box" 
SMITH and others»connected with them, they have persuaded & sufficient 
number of operators to purchase their record needs from Lormar 
and that 35 toO per cent of Singer's business has been lost to 
Lormar o

Mr. LINDELOFF advised: in early January, 1958, he was 

approached by a "friend", whom he declined to identify, who 

told him that EARL KIES had called him and arranged for him to b6 

meet someone at the Lormar Distributing Company. When he arrived Duae 

he was taken on a five or ten minute ride where he met another 

person whom he would not identify to LINDELOFF and stated he 

understood this person was connected with oil in someway.  LINDELOFF 

stated his "friend" was instructed to call on him and was told 

he must be very tactful and discreet and inform him in such a 

way not to threaten him nor to reflect on Lormar » but at the 

same time, to tell him in no uncertain terms that if he did not 

purchase his records from Lormar they would put him out of business 

in six months. Mr. LINDELOFF stated he had always purchased his 

records direct from the manufacturer and that to buy from Lormar 

meant paying a premium of 5¢ per record over his normal cost. 


He informed that after, this contact and for fear of 
reprisal, he began purchasing records: from Lormar and that during 
the month of January he purchased $901 worth of records. He 
“informed that his normal record bill.runs between $900 and $1200 
each month. He estimated his cash outlay in order to do business 
with Lormar was costing him approximately $1000 per year. He 
said he continued to do business. with Lormar until approximately the 
middle of April when Lormar was raided by the States Attorney's : 
Office, at which time a large quantity of counterfeit records 5 
were found on their premises. Since that time he has discontinued 
purchasing records from them. 


LINDELOFF further stated that one of Lormar!s first 
customers was Apex Amusement Company, and that He had also learned 
that the people who formerly purchased used records from Apex 
were told that all used records are now being sold to Lormar. 


He further advised that word was out that the mob was 
going to put 500 new machines on the streets in the next six months. | 


He said that within the past two w tor whom he 
identified as ABC Musie Service 
Corporation; 15 West Grand Avenue, had lost ten of his best juke 


box locations through muscle.tactics because of his failure to S 
cooperate in purchasing records from Lormar. According to 

LINDELOFF, these stops were taken over by the E % E Distributing 

Company, whose principal operator is CHARLES "CHUCK" ENGLISH, a 

close associate of JOEY GLIMCO amd one of the owners of Lormar 
Distributing Companyo

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LINDELOFF advised that AMI Juke Box Machines were 

* installed in these spots and commented that JOEY GLIMCO is one of 

* the principals connected with t he distribution of AMI machines 
in the Chicago area.  LINDELOFF also stated that one year ago 
he lost a juke box location to Apex Amusement Company inasmuch 
as the owner of a liquor store,who formerly operated a hand book. He 
commented that in most instances where the owner of the location 
has had anything to do with gambling or had had a minor police 
record or been otherwise connected with any member of the syndicate, 
invariably the legitimate juke box operators will lose his location 
to Apex or E & E;
